WHEREAS,; the social probiem of juvenile delinquency is
one of major concern in Guam; and

WHEREAS, government facilities in the Department of
Public Health and VWelfare for the care, rehabilitation and
treatment of juvenile offenders are rapidly increasing; and

WHEREAS, there presently exists a great need ifor the es-
tgblishment of a committee to advise the Director oif Public
Health and Welfare on policies and plans relating to problems
such as the overall operation oif the Guam Detention Home,; the
selection of suitable Foster Homes for delinquent children, and
the continuing care and counseling of children upon release from
government custody;

NOW, THERXEFOR®E, I, Manuel F. L. Guerrero, Governor of Guam,
by virtue of the authority vested in me by the Organic Act of
Guam, do hereby establish the Youth Rehabilitation Committee to be
composed of four members, appointed by the Governor, as follows:
the Juvenile Judge of the Island Court of Guam, who shall be
Chairman; a psychiatrist or psychologist; a representative of the
Department of Education; and a representative of the Guam Chambexr
of Commerce, The Assistant to the Director of Public Health and
Welfare shall be ex-oificio secretary. The committec shall meet
upon the call of the Chairman.
